New York, Augr 9.—A special copyright 


dispatch to Thi- Evening \Vorltl from 
Manila gives the following details of 
the battle ot July 31: 


General Greene's force, numbering 4000 


men, had been advancing: and entrench- 
ing. 
The arrival o£ the third expeition 


filled the Spaniards with rage and they 
determined to give battle before Camp 
Dewey could be reinforctd. The trenches 
extended f rorn the beach, 300 j-ards to the 
left flank of the insurgents. 


Sunday was the insurgent feast day 


and their left flank withdrew, leaving 
the American right flank exposed. Com- 
panies A and E of the Tenth Pennsyl- 
vania and the Utah battery were or- 
flored to reinforce the right flank. 


In the midtt of a raging typhoon, with 


a tremendous downpour of rain, the en- 
emy's force, estimated at 3000 men, at- 
tempted to surprise the camp. Our pick- 
ets were driven in an4 tbe trenches as- 
saulted. 


The brave Pennsylvania men never 


flinched, but stood their ground under a 
withering fire. The alarm spread, and 
the First California regiment, with two 
companies of the Third artillery, who 
fight with rifles, \vere sent up to reinforce 
the Pennsylvania!)*. The enemy were 
on top of the trench when the&e rein- 
forcements arrived, and never was the 
discipline of the regulars better demon- 
strated than by the work of the Third 
artillery under Captain O'Hara. Noth- 
ing could be seen but flashes of Mauser 
rifles. 


Men ran right up to the attacking 


Spaniards and mowed them down with 
regular volleys. The Utah battery, un- 
der Captain Young, covered itself with 
glory. The men pulled their guns 
through mud axle-deep. Two guns were 
sent around in flank and poured in a de- 
structive and enfilading fire. The enemy 
was repulsed and retreated in disorder. 
Our infantry had exhausted Its ammuni- 
tion and did not follow the enemy. 


During the night the Spanish scouts 


were seen carrying off the dead and 
wounded of the en*my. The "American 
ileAd were buried the next day in the 
convent of Maracaban. 


On the night of Aug. 1 the fighting was 


renewed, but the enemy had been taught 
ft lesson and made the attack at long 
range with heavy artillery. The Utah 
o.ittery replied, and the artillery duel 
lasted an hour. One man was killed*. He 
was Fred Springseter, First Colorado, 
and two men were wounded. 


On th* night df Aug. 2 the artillery duel 


was renewed. Two men were badly 
wounded and are this morning reported 
dead, "bringing the total dead to 13, with 
10 In the hospital, mortally woundled.

The boldest case of highway robbery 


that ever occurred in the town of Ku- 
tery and an attempt at a most horrible 
murder, took place on the bridge over 
the track of tuc Boston A: Maine rail- 
road near the Kittery Junction station 
sboitly after 8 o'clock last evening. 


The-victim vas Thomas W. Hughes 


of Eliot, a w ell known and industrious 
citi/,on of tLat village. 


The robbers and would be murderers 


undoubtedly belong to a gang that has 
their headquarters m that -vicinity. 


TLe fact that Mr. Hughes is not a 


mangled corpse on the railroad track 
tins morning Ib n°t the iault of the rob- 
bers, for utter they had kicked and 
pounded the man into insensibility, 
they threvi him over the railing of the 
budge and onto the plank walk near 
the btatioa, twenty 
feet below the 


arched btructure. 


The man laid in this insensible con- 


dition on the walk all night with his 
head losb.thau two feet from the wester- 
ly rail of the railroad track. 


It wab the intention of the robbert> to 


have the man btrike on the track -where 
the long freight trains that run over the 
road during the night would crush out 
his lif« and close his lips forever as to 
the story of their crime on the lonely 
highway, and make it apparent that the 
track had claimed another carele&s or 
drunken victim. 


They nearly succeeded in murdering 


the man before he wa.s brutally thrown 
from the bridge. 


His face and clothing bore marks of 


the struggle he had with tho highway- 
men and the treatment he received at 
their bauds. That he wab able to speak 
this morning was a wonder to all that 
saw him as he was brought to this city 
to have his wounds and injuries dressed 
by a physician. 


His face and bead were terrible sight?. 


The llehh was a mass of cuts, discolored 
and swollen. Two of the lower front 
teeth were uii.ssing. Hib lower lip was 
nearly split to the chin. His right 
ear \\as split and torn. Thero was a 
gosli three inchcis long from the corner 


on tha bridge, the other went through 
my pockets. After this, one of them 
Raid, 'Dam yon; yon will kick, will 
you?' Then both of them begun to 
kick mo all abont the body. One' kick 
lauded under my eye where it is cot, 
and I didu't remember anything until 
this 
morning, 
when I 
regained 


consciousness. 


"It must have beau about half-past 


four o'clock when I awoke or oame to 
my senses again. Everything that I 
had iu my pockets was gone. I had ex- 
actly one dollar when I paid my toll 
over Portsmouth bridge and this left 
just ninety-eight cents which Mr. Young 
gave mo back in change. The half pint 
of liquor I had w.ts gone; my knife and 
match box aud some papers in my 
pocket book were also missing. 


"I was hardly ablo to drag mysc If 


up over the embankment that runs up 
to the bridge there, and I sat alongside 
the road for half an hour when a farmer 
iroin York who was coming in town 
with borne vegetables, brought ma iu 
and took me to Dr. Mullen's ollico, 
where I had my injuries attended to. 


"I had not baeii drinking. Although 


I use liquor often I never get iuto-vica- 
ted and this anyone who is acquainted 
with me will tfll yoa.'' 


Mr. Hughes described the robbers as 


well as he was able to. It was very 
dark last night where the affair 
oc- 


curred. The only light on the scene of 
the robbery wa? what came from the 
electric lights along the river from this 
city, and the lamps on Portsmouth 
bridge and the station, the latter over 
200 yards from the overhead bridge. 


"The men were both apparently well 


dressed," be said, "and when the follow 
spoke 
to 
ma first, he called my 


name. This fellow was tall, drebsed in 
black clothes, had on a whits shirt and 
standing collar. 
The otber fellow was 


short and looked as if he had light hair. 
He had on a light colored suit and I 
think a cap. I think I should be ublc 
to recognize either of them. The short 
ft How was stout." 


Mr. Hughes seemed to talk \vith con- 


siderable caution about the description 
of the fallows. This has created a sua- 
piciou that he knows who they are but 
did not wish to say so, for fear that he 
wuuld be murdored i ihe did. 


If Mr. Hughes' story be true, as it is 


believed to be, the outrage was never 
surpassed iu the history of the town and 
the characters who assaulted and robbed 
him should bo huuted down and con- 
victed before it can be considered safe 
to cross Portsmouth bridge after dark, 
or to walk the streets of Kittery after 
the sun has set. 


When the desperate intention of the 


highwaymen is such as displayed last 
night something should be done at once 
to apprehend 
them aud it 
would 


be a proper thing for tho town to do to 
ofl'or a reward for their arrest and con 
victiou.
